Pennsylvanin Insulted.
Prow onr knowledge of the olass of men who
wers to manage the Antistam ocelebration
yostorday, we did not expect much loyalty or
much oourtesy, but even our astimate of Mr
Johmgon fell far short of its realization. By
his conduot he heaped & deliberate insult
on the proud State of Pennaylvania; he did
go in & pointed and obtrusive manner, and
by so doing has indirectly insulted every oiti-
zen of our Commonwealth. We cannot calmly
look at the conduot of the Prosident yesterday,
Weo have too much State pride, we love Penn-
#ylvania too dearly, we are too fond of her dig-
nity, and oherish too highly a sense of what
fs due to her hounor, to tamely let her ba
alighted even by a President. The ceremoniss

wore, taken altogether, what we antiol-
pated. Lot our readers look at his oon-
daet. The oration was oonoluded, and the

orowd oalled loudly for Governor John W,
Cleary. The gympathies of the loyal wasses, o'
the serried ranks that had stood on that ground
five years before, wars not satisfled with the
address of Governor Bradford. They waunted
some declaration of those principles which hai
hallowed the site of the monument. But the
programme, arranged by a Johuson cligue, had
been intended to prevent the utterances of any
but those who wera slaves to the Presidential
policy. The ““gag'' was a strong one, but the
people threw thesohemes of the politivians tothe
winds, and loud and long calls for our Governor
filled the air. Finding it impossible to proceed
unless Geary made & speech, the leaders of the
manmuvre called upon the Governor and re-
quested him, a8 a favor, to quiet the tumult
of the multitude. He did so, by requesting,
as a favor to himself, that the programme
might be carried out. Then, and not till then,
did the orowd consent to hear Mr. Johnson,
The contrast between the reception meted out
to the two must have been painfully
apparent to the would-be antocrat,
One the head of the mation, the other the
head of a State: and the National Executive
thrown aside, while honor was heaped upon a
local officer. The lessons taught are not to ba
mistaken—the highest officer, without prin-
ciple, is less respected than the lowest, il he be
a gober, honest, and patriotic man. In return
for the courtesy of General Geary, how did
this elegant Chesterfisld behave?! He gave fall
avidenoe of his early eduocation. It needs no
maudlin  bumor to have Lhim prove
that he was of the ‘‘poor white trash,”
and that he spent his best yearsin
their soclety. The moment he had finished
his speech, and as Governor Geary rose
to address the crowd, the President with
his suite retired from the platform, and lsft the
vicinity. The Governor of Pennsylvania was
not worthy of their attention. What did they
care for him, even though he did represent our
great Commonwealth ! They had said all they
desired, and now was a chance to insult our
Executive in the presence of that orowd
which had been oalling for him. And they
hastenad to avail themselves of it. But the
attempt only rebounded on themselves, and
the wild enthusiasm which greeted Geary
testifled that the thromg did him the more
honor becanse of the attempted Executive
ingult., The truth of the matter is, that the
President visited Antietam to make a political
harangue. He had the whole programme
arranged to use the oocasion for political effact.
But the voice of the peopls prevented the
consummation of the scheme. His speech
was cut short by the evident preference for
Gieary, and, enraged, he endeayored to insult
our Governor, and through him the State. In
October Pennsylvania will ghow whether her
proud spirit, which neyer yet brooked an in-
sult, will tamely receive it from this ill-man-
nered madman of Tennessea,
A Cold and Sinister Speech.

Tar speech of President Johnson at the
Antietam celebration yesterday was more re-
markable for what it omitted than for what it
vontained. There was no allusion in it to the
cause that lay beneath that great struggle, no
recognition of the fact that the patriot soldiers
who lie nnderneath the sod there fell in de-
fense of freedom and an imperilled country,
no generous meed of gratitude for their sub-
lime devotion and immortal valor. All was as
cold and unsympathetic as though a traveller
from some distant land were languidly
moralizing over a battle-fleld of which he knew
pothing save that brave men fell “‘on both
gides.” [Far other and different was that brief
but immortal speech mnde by the great
martyr of onr canse, Abraham Lincoln, on a
similar ocoasion, at Gettysburg. That was all
alive with sympathy for the oanse of humanity
and liberty and native land, in defenss of which
our sleeping dead gave up their precious lives.
We do not wonder that our heroic soldiers
hungered to hear something besides these cold
and unsympathetio words of Andrew Jolinson,
and that they insisted upon & speech from
Governors Geary and Fanton,

This aotion on the part of tha
ocommittes neads no explanation, and but little
oomment. The members of that august body,
whoever they may be, are very mealy-
mouthed, and degire to be excessively smooth-
ppoken. For all the world they would not
permit the uttarance of a single word at which
the most unregenerated and least reconstruoted
Rebel conld by any ohiance or posaibility take
offense. Buoh delicacy of fesling is, indeed,
rare—anoh tender regard for the sentiments of
men who on that very fleld of blood woere
guilty of the most stupendous crime of the
century, I8, indeed, wagnanimous !

shall nol have died In valp, that the nation
shal), under God, have a new birth of freedom,
and that the government of the people, by the
rmple. and for the people,shall not poerish from

he earth.

PRESIDENT JOINSON ONTHE UATTLE FIELD OF
